Katharine Rapoport is an active advocate of contemporary music as a performer, educator, 
author and editor. In addition to being a member of Esprit Orchestra, she has appeared frequently 
as a soloist or chamber musician in performances, broadcasts and recordings of new works. She 
served as Series Editor of the Encore Series, a six-volume collection of contemporary Canadian 
violin pieces, and author of the Teachers’ Manuals for the series. As compiler of several recent 
RCM string syllabi, she has promoted the inclusion of many Canadian works.
